sia, was made the Soviet capital in 
March. The Lenine government fled 
there from Petrograd. toward which 
the German troops were marching. 
It has been reported within the past 
few days that the- Germans had re- 
newed their marfcn: toward Petrograd. 
Czecho-Slovak troops have been re- 
ported in force along the Volga, 
about 500 miles east of Moscow.

Both Dickens and Thackeray varied 


their styles of harithyriting at different 
periods in their lives. Thackeray be- 
gan with a heavy sloping hand, and 
changed It to one that was upright, 
finer and more elegant, as well as: 
much easier to read. He said that if 
other sources of income failed him, he 
could write the Lord's prayer on his 
thumb nail. Dickens used to write a 
large sprawling hand in. bis younger 
days when a journalist. He ended with 
a rather small cramped, style, which 
was all the more difflcuit to read be- 
cause he was fond of writing in blue 
ink on blue paper .and making a great 
number oif In'teriineations; The flbrir- 
Ishes at the bottom of his signature, 
increased in thickness and number with 
years, a fact that might lead to the 
eonjcluslon that Dickens* vigor also 
grew, for the late Professor IDowden 
speaks of "that superabundant vitality 
which, when he- wrote -the name 
'Cbnrles Dickens,' produced such a 
whirl of flourishes before the pen could 
rest"—London Observer.

Our voyage across the Atlantic 


was quite uneventful so far as any 
trouble was concerned, though it 
might be said to have been full of 
events if theatricals, musical con- 
certs, motion pictures and other 
forms of entertainment for the boys 
on the ship, are considered, as I 
think they should be. events of more 
than ordinary importance, for they 
occurred under such circumstances

We were given a treat in the way

The trees are planted in rows 
or straight lines along each side of, 
the highways and it is a law that

Our slaughterable animals at the be- 


ginning of the last fiscal year were not 
appreciably larger than the year be- 
fore and particularly in bogs; they 
were probably less; The increase in 
shipments is due to conservation and 
the extra weight of animals added by 
jour farmers.

I The full effect of these efforts began 
ito bear their best results in the last 
'.half of the fiscal year, when the ex- 
•ports to the Allies were 2;133,100,000 
•pounds, as against 1,266,500,000 pounds 
in the same period of the year before, 
'This compares with an average of 
801,000,000 pounds of total exports for 
the same half years In the three-year 
I>re-war period.- 


In cereals and cereal, products rtj- 


dueed to terms'-of cereal bushels our 
shipments to Allied destinations have 
been: 
Fiscal year 1916-17.. 259,900,000 fcushela 
Fiscal year 1917-18. .340,800,000 bushels

Of these cereals our shipments Of 


the prime breadstuffs in the fiscal year 
1917-18 to Allied destinations were: 
Wheat 131,000,000 bushels and of rye 
13,900,000 bushels, a total of 144,900,- 
000 bushels. 


The exports to Allied destinations 


during the fiscal year 1916-17 were: 
Wheat 135,100,000 bushels and rye 
2,300,000 bushels, a total of 137,409^000 
bushels. In addition some 10,000,000, 
bushels of 1917 wheat are now in port 
for Allied' destinations or en route 
thereto. The total shipments to Allied 
countries from our last harvest of 
wheat will be therefore, about 141,000,- 
000 bushels, or a total of 154,900,000 
bushels of prime breadstuffs. In ad- 
dition to this we have shipped some 
10,000,000 bushels to neutrals depend- 
ent upon us, and we have received 
some imports from other quarters. 


"This accomplishment of our people 


In this matter stands out even more 
clearly If we bear in mind that we had 
available In the fiscal year 1916-17 
from net carry-over and as surplus 
over our normal consumption about 
200,000,000 bushels of wheat which we 
were able to export that year without 
trenching on our home loaf;" Mr. 
Hoover said. "This last year, however, 
owing to the large failure of the 1917 
wheat crop, we had available from net 
carry-over and production and Imports 
only just about our normal consump- 
tion. Therefore our wheat shipments 
to Allied destinations represent ap- 
proximately savings from our own 
wheat bread. 


"These figures, however, do not fully 


convey the volume of the effort and, 
sacrifice made during the past rear; 
fry the whole American people. De- 
iplte the magnificent effort of our agri- 
rultural population in planting a much 
jacreased acreage In 1917, not only was 
mere a very large failure in wheat, j 
lut also the corn failed to mature prop- 
jrly, and our corn is our dominant crop. 


"I am sure," Mr. Hoover wrote in 


•oncludtng his report, "that all the 
Billions of oar people, agricultural aa 
irell as urban, who have contributed 
X» these results should feel a very 
lefinlte satisfaction that in a year of 
inlversal food shortages in the north, 
•rn hemisphere all of those people 
Joined together against Germany have 
some through Into sight of the coming 
tarvest not only trith wealth and 
Strength fully maintained, but with 
mly temporary periods of hardship. 


"It Is difficult to distinguish between 


rations sections of our people—the 
tomes, public eating places, food 
rades, urban or agricultural popula- 
Jons—In assessing credit for these re- 
mits, but no one will deny the doml- 
lant part of the American women."
